PRECAUTIONS FOR OPERATIONS 
ON PIGS MUST BE OBSERVED 

Ordinarily the castration of young 
plgB Is a slmido operation and one 
which many tamiers know how to 
perform. There are precautions to 
ohservo, however, In Banltatlon and 
In the case of certain conditions, such 
as rupture, which should bo given 
more careful consideration than Is 
ordinarily done. If tho best results 
are to be had. Tho hardiness ot tho 
animals and their ability usually to 
withstand such operations favorably 
loads tho hog grower to consider tho 
operation of castration an ono requir- 
ing no particular care. 

In order thnt young pigs will con- 
tinuo to gain after the operation with- 
out retardation ot growth or other 111 
oETccls they should be castento-l at 
a time which will allow the wounds 
to hocomo entirely healed before 
weaning. At aucn ago pigs are oaeily 
handled, the operation is convenient- 
ly and successtuUv performed, nnd 
perfect healing of tho wounds Is 
facilitated through their being nour- 
ished and protected hy the sow, Com- 
plications, with attending stunting ot 
growth.' which aometlnios happens nt 
later ages, aro not liable to occur ut 
this age. Castrating before weonlng 
is u good practice for the hog grower 
to establish. 

When possible, cool days should bo 
BOloctod for tho operation nnd cold, 
damp weather avoided. Tho pigs 
should he kept on a light diet for tho 
24 hours preceding tho operation. 
The digestive tract should never be 
distended with feed at tho lime of Uie 
operation. A thorough washing of 
the scrotum with an antiseptic solu- 
tion ot liqulr cresolls composltus, or 
cleaning with soap and water, Is a 
part of tho operation which should 
not be neglected. Extremely irritat- 
ing solutions aro painful to the cut 
surfaces, servo no useful purposes, 
nnd should bo avoided. They may 
cause rubbing of tho wounds and so 
result in greater Injury to the parts.

FUTURES HOW INCREASE IN 

USE OF MILK AND CREAM 
The American appotlto for milk 
and cream goes on Increasing. A 
survey recently completed by the 
bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, shows that the per capita con- 
sumption of fluid mjik for 1923 was 
53 gallons, which ilgures out to I.IG 
pints daily for each person. In 1922 
the 

gallons; and the year before it was 
•10 gallons. 

The statement has often been made 
that farmers who produce milk for 
the market sell practically all of It 
and do not use as much In their 
homes as do city people. The survey 
showed the contrary — that on farms 
■with producing cows more milk and 
cream wore consumeil than by city 
families. The farm figures wore ob- 
tnlned from 30.000 Individual farms 
and represent tho moat comprehen- 
sive survey of the kind ever made 
The city figures were obtained prin- 
cipally from hoards of health and 
covered 300 cities having a total pop- 
ulation of about 25.000.000 persons. 

Tho average dally consumption of 
milk' and cream on farms where pro- 
ducing cows were kept was found to 
be 1.78 pints per person in 1923. On 
farms having no cows or on which 
nonproduclng cows were kept, tho 
average dally consumption was O.VTf) 
pint. Tho city average wna 0.87 
pint.

State to Take 
Charge of Small 
Pox Cases Report 

Drastic steps to prevent further 
outbreaks of small pox In Waukegan 
and Lake county have been taken by 
Dr. A. J. Markley, of the state hoard 
of health. 

Dr. Markley has telegraphed Dr. 
Isaacs Rawlings, head of the depart- 
ment, asking that a state quarantine 
officer be dispatched to Waukegan 
immediately. This man is expected 
to arrive the first of the week, \ 

He will be instructed to watch 
conditions In this section of the state 
making temporary headquarters In 
Waukegan. The quarantine ofllcer 
win have the power to act In the city, 
county or any part of the state so 
that boundry lines will not encroach 
upon the power of tlio health author- 
ities seeking to halt the plague. 

Dr. Markley has left Instructions 
for the quarantine ofllcer to check up 
all cases In order to learn who has 
come In contact with patients. All 
contacts will he quarantined until the 
period If incubation is over.

State health olllers reinforced tlie 
Waukegan health authorities and a 
strict quarantine is to be enforced in 
an effort to stamp out smallpox not 
only in the city but In the county, as 
several new cases have been reported 
and a recent exposure appears to 
have jeopardized hundreds. 

Dr. A. J. Markley, of the state 
board of health, came to Waukegan 
to confer with Dr. Howard C. Hoag, 
city health physician, concerning the 



case of a barber named Martin, who 
Is reported to havo exposed hundreds 
of persons before he finally skipped 
out of tlio city and landed In the isola- 
tion hospital In Chicago. 

Dr. Hoag quarantined the Gray 
boarding house on North County st, 
and also fumigated the Midget barber 
shop on Washington street, where 
Martin had sought work. Dr. Mark- 
ley declared that Dr. Hoag took tlie 
proper course In the matter. Earl 
Trembley, proprietor of the Midget, 
has been quarantined, and since tho 
shop has been fumlated It Is In tho 
charge of George Hutchlngs, who has 
just returned from California. 

Dr. Markley has instructed Dr. 
Hoag and Edward Cliff, city health 
officer, to quarantine every person 
known to have been exposed hy Mar- 
tin. Dr. Martin went to Grayslake 
where smallpox has been reported in 
one family. Several other cases also 
are under observation. 

Martin Is believed to have exposed 
hundreds of persons, as there were a 
number of persons at the rooming 
house going to work at such places 
as bakeries, restaurants, factories, 
shops, etc.

MILK DELIVERIES 

Farmers supplying the A. J. Olson 
milk plant nt Woodstock who have 
been out ou a strike since two weeks 
asn ■ Tuesday, resumed deliveries af- 
ter almost a twb weeks' strike, hav- 
ing won a victory, according to an- 
nounmc'ccnt by Milk Producers* As- 
sociation oindals. 

The settlement provided for whicli 
en<ls the ulrike elves farmers tho full 
aKHocintlon price for April, May and 
.lune, on milk equal to the amount 
taken at the plant durint; last July, 
August and September. They will re- 
ceive butter fat prices for all over 
that amount. 

OrlKlnally the Olson company 
whlcIi la controlled by the Wellaurl 
Oairy company, offered to take only 
about two-thirds of the supply at tho 
asHOcialion price and the rcmnlndor 
at the butter fat price.. Under tiie 
new plan only a small anmunt of milk 
will bo sold at the butter fat prices.
